who had camped about the jail 
for several hours waiting for 
night fall. 

When the negro’s - absence 
from the jail was | discovered 
the mob set out in pursuit and 
succeeded in overtaking the of- 
fleev and his prisoner. The 
lynching followed. 

The, negro attacked Miss 
Wood when she _ discovered 
him in the act of burglarizing 
the house of Mis. Pearl Saun- 
devs,, whom she had been visit- 
ing here. The negro struck 
the young woman over the 
head with an andiron when 
she sereamed. 

The blow from the andiron 
not only rendered Miss Wood 
unconscious, but has destroyed 
her memory of everything that 
has happened since she left 
Atlanta last night for Athens. 


NEGRO HANGED FOR ROB- 
BING WHITE MAN. 


Centerville, Ala., Sept. 1.— 
Ephriam High, negro, hanged 
in the Bibb county jail at 12 
o‘eclock Friday, for highway 
robbery. Sheriff Wood sprang 
the trap from which the negro 
was soon dead. The victim of 
the negro‘s robbery was J. M. 
Arnold. . 

The crime for which High 
paid the penalty with his life 
was committed about a year 
ago and upon conviction in the 
cireuit court, he was sentenced 
to death. The case was ap- 
pealed to Supreme Court which 
affirmed sentence of the lower 
court. The state pardon 
board and governor refused to 
recommend or grant clemency 
and thesentence of the law was 
carried out at noon.

Conference has been called by 
I. T. Quinn, Commissioner of 
Conservation, to be held at the 
Capitol in Montgomery, Sep- 
tember 13th and 14th. 

Many modifications of exist- 
ing laws and the enactment of 
new ones have been suggested, 
and this conference has been 
called for the primary purpose 
of giving those who are inter- 
ested an opportunity to make 
suggestions relative to such 
modifications as they deem nec 
essary for the better conserva- 
tion, protection and develop- 
ment of the state’s natural re- 
sources. 

Among the important ques- 
tions which will come up for 
consideration will be (1) fish 
hatchery, (2) change in open 
season on doves and other birds 
and animals, (3) reorganiza- 
ion of the warden service of 
& department of conservation 
(4) more stringent laws for the 
protection of the wild life of 
the state, including the manner 
in which fish may be taken, 
the bag limit on birds and an- 
imals, ete. 

A large attendance is expect 
ed from every section of the 
state, and it is hoped a good 
delegation will go from Coffee 
county.

BALL GAME STARTS 
RIOT. 


Chicago, Sept. 4.—Rioting 
'in which a score of persons 
| were injured, resulted from a 
|wildly thrown baseball during 
a game between regro teams 
at Lincoln park today. Be- 
‘fore the battle ended, more 
| than a hundred policemen, 
armed with pistols and clubs, 
|charged a mob of more than a 


thousand persons to get a ne- 
gro prisoner tto a cell. 

The riot started, when one 
of the negro players thew to 
catch a runner at second base, 
the ball going wild, striking an 
Assyrian picnicer. The Assyr- 
ians immediately attacked the 
negroes and a furious uprising 
followed.

Hardy, fatally shot by an un-lits annaul convention at New 


identifled negro Saturday 
night ten miles from Montgom- 
ery on the Selma road, and who 
died Sunday night at a Mont- 
gomery hospital at 6 o’clock, 
was sent Monday morning 
from Leak’s to Oldtown, Ala., 
near Tyler, in Dallas county, 
where funeral and interments 
were to take place. 

The young man was shot by 
the negro after the two Ford 
automobiles in which the negro 
and Mr. Hardy were riding, 
had collided on the Selma road 
ten miles from here. The in- 
jured man was rushed to the 
city where he was found, as 
stated in the Sunday Journal 
he had been shot in the 
stomach and legs. It was 
feared from the begining that 
the wounds would prove fatal. 

Sheriff’s forces of Montgom- 
ery county and the city police 
continued their efforts Monday 
to obtain a clue that would 
lead to the capture of the as- 
sailant. They were obviously 
handicaped in their investiga- 
tion, however, by the absence 
of a description of the two ne- 
groes who occupied the auto- 
mobile which collided with the 
car driven by Mr. Hardy im- 
mediately before the shooting. 

Birmingham Gives Aid 

Upon information that the 
license tag on the machine oc- 
cupied by the negroes was is- 
sued in Birmingham, the sher- 
iff communicated with the 
police of that city and receiv- 
ed assurance of the co-opera- 
tion of the Birmingham author- 
ities in an effort to determine 
the ownership of the autonio- 
bile. 

The two negroes fled from 
the scene after young Hardy 
had been fatally wounded. 
The car in which they had 
ben riding was*disable in the 
accident and they were obliged 
to leave it behind. It was 
brought to Montgomery and is 
being held by the sheriff. 

Mr. Hardy, his mother, sister 
and a small brother were en- 
route from Montgomery to 
their home when the collision 
and subsequence shooting oc- 
cured. Miss Alma James of 
Montgomery was also in the 
Hardy car. 


DROWNED WHEN. BOAT 
TURNS OVER.

Scores of people are searching 
the Mississipi river looking for 
the body of Edward Alfred, 
who was drowned yesterday 
when a tow boat turned tur- 
tle and sank sixty miles north 
of here.

Shot From Ambush and
